Tka 
Healyltes foreaaw their defeat at tha 
polls, and to aUve It off endeavored 
to have ParUament diafranehiaa the 
North Louth aaaatitoaaay for tsar 
months. 

William Moore, of I'ortadown, an 
Orange leader and head of what is 
known aa tha "Carrion Crow" party, 
led the-aaaaalt on the righu of 'the 
North Louth conatitueney. In tka 
House of Commons Moore deliverad 
a vitriolic speech for the prosecutloa. 
He distorted all the facts and ignoiwd 
the finding of the Judges. He want- 
ed the House to believe that a 
widespread system of Intimidation 
prevniled In Louth, and that i'rot- 
estants especially were terrorised 
and prevented from exercising their 
electoral funcHons. Two other 
eminent OraSge leaders. Sir Bdward 
Carson and F. B. Smith, supported 
Moore in his contsntions. AU af 
them exhausted their powers at 
Imagination In an endeavor -to see 
the situation hk they pictured it 

The KuKlisb Attorney General 
and his Irish colleagues brought the 
cold light of reason to bear upon the 
heated argument of Moore and the 
other two defamera of the people ot 
North Louth. They quoted the re- 
port ot the Judges showing that "la 
the umfimim^* w:tut^hm.:i 
due influence or other corrupt 
Illegal practices prevailed," aad 
submltteil that it would be anpia- 
•edented that ri.ToO voters should be 
disfranchised because sixteen per- 
soBS were reported for illegal prac- 
tices ^fecdng as many Individual 
voten. tiSn. John E. Redmond de- 
tended the people of Louth from the 
Infamous Tuggestlon that Protostaata 
had been singled out far Intimida- 
tion ^at the recent eleotlon. He 
showed that Healy Is, or ought to be, 
a Catholic, while his opponent, Capt 
llazelion, is a Trotestant. He alao 
pointed out that In I.K>uth, with ita 
enormous preponderance of Cath- 
olics, men belonging to the Prot- 
estant churches are among the most 
proaperoHS ta the community, thaahs 
to the spirit of toleration, aaioag 
Catholics. Tbs' motion to. dla- 
franchise Louth was lost by a major- 
ity of more than 100, 

This settled the question finally. 
Realy and his followers saw they 
were up against It and allowed 
Augustine Roche to he returned 
unopposed. Just as soon as the de- 
cision of Parliament was annpuaoed 
Mr. Roche went to Louth and bogaa 
lo Increase the number of bin 
mends and gapportara.
